EBER COUNTY was first visited (in the interest 
of the Church of Latter-day Saints) by Captain 
James Brown, on the 6th day of January, 1848, 
who found one Miles M. Goodyear with a few 
mcamtaineers and half-breed Indians, occupyimg 
a few log howtses in a Picket Fort near the Weber 
river and abont eighty rods northeast of the sand 
mound, which stands on the north side of said 
river. 

Captain Brown immediately entered into negotiations with Mr, 
Goodyear, purchased his land claims and improvements for the sum 
of three thousand dollars, and in the fall of the same year, with his 
family, located on the land. 

The first branch of the above Church, named the Weber branch, 
was organized in this County, March sth, 1850, amd Lorin Farr was 
appointed President. It was orgamized as a Ward the following 
day, and Isaac Clark was appointed Bishop, Daniel Birch Teacher, 
and Bryan W. Nolan, Clerk. In February, 1850, the first military 
company was organized, with Cyrus C. Canfield Captain, and Fran- 
cello Durfee First, Lieutenant. 

On the 26th day of January, 1851, the ‘‘Weber Stake of Zion’’ — 
was organized, with Lorin Farr President and Charles R. Dana and 
David B. Dillie Counselors. At this time the Weber branch received

On February 6th, 1851, the Territorial Legislature passed an or- 


dinance incorporating Ogden City, and on the 23d day of October, 
1852, an election was held which resulted in the election of Lorin 
Farr, Mayor; Charles R. Dana, Erastus Bingham, Francello Durfee 
: and James G. Browning. Aldermen; Levi Murdock, Samuel Stick- 
ney, John Shaw, B. W. Nolan, D. B. Dillie, Ithamer Sprague, 
Daniel Burch, Jonathan Browning, James Lake, — Brown, Jos. 
Grover and F. Dempsey, Counselors. W 
In 1850, Lorin Farr, Esq., built the first grist mill and the first 
saw mill in thiscounty. They were located on what is now known 
as the ‘‘Old Mill Site,’’ northeast of the city proper, and about one 
and-a-half miles from Ogden canyon. The former now furnished 
facilities for flouring the grain, and saved the citizens much time, 
labor and exposure in traveling to a greater distance to obtain a grist, 
while the latter furnished them —- lumber for building and other 
purposes. | 
Mr. Farr continued in the Mayoralty of Ogden from the above- 
mentioned date to the present time, excepting three terms held by 
Mr. L. J. Herrick. 
The population of Ogden had now swelled considerably, both by 
- natural increase and by emigration from other parts. Many more 
farms were opened, some of them at a considerable distance from the 
dwellings of the owners. The maie portion of the people being 
much of the timc engaged in the field, while the females and chil- 
dred remained at home, it was determined to build a Spanish wali 
around the city, (as a defense) with a gate on each side, and port- 
holes at convenient distances. This work afforded a safeguard 
against any sudden surprise by the vigilant and still hostile Indian; 
it at the same time furnished labor and the means of procuring sub-

* The uniformly kind policy pursued by the old and new settlers 
® towards the aborigines was not without its good effects on the minds 
® of the latter; they became reconciled to their situation, and the 
i former realf@ed that it was better and cheaper to feed than to fight 
i) them, and it is now very rare that depredations are committed by 
i the red man upon his white neighbor in this section of the country. 


In 1859 the Ogden canyon road was built, at am immense labor 
and expense, considerimg the limited popalation. It cost about 
$50.000. It is about seven miles in length, and opens into another 
© beautiful little valley, (Ogden) which is now becoming thickly set- 
tled by a thriving community. This road shortens the distance be- 
® tween Ogden and Bear Lake valley about fifty miles. The Ogden 
river, which runs through the canyon, sometimes, in the spring 
of the year, rises very high, in consequence of which the 
company who own the road have at various times sustained heavy 
losses by their bridges amd much of the road being swept away by 
loods. 
This canyon opens into a number of other smaller canyons and 
avines, from which our citizens obtained wood for fuel when nearly 
every other resource seemed to be closed against them. 


A number of saw-mills have been built at different points up this 
road, and a great quantity of good lumber has been got out eaca 
ieyear, which has aided materially to build up our city, and to bring 
t to its present thriving condition. 

Other public buildings being too small to answer the requirements 
pf public worship on the Sabbath, in 1857 the Tabernacle was built 
bn the Public Square, on the west side of Main Street, near the north 
nd of the city. It is 100 feet by 50 feet — and will comfor- 
seat two thousand people.

On the roth of March, 1858, the first brigade of the Weber Coun- 
ty Militia was organized, with two regiments. C. W. West, Briga- 
dier General; Daniel Gamble, Brigade-Adjutant; Col. W. Thomp- 
son, Quartermaster; David Moore, Col. rst Regiment; B. F. Cum- 
mings, Col. 2d Regiment. 


The new grist mill of Mr. Farr was built in 1862, and the Weber 


mill, Gen. West & Co., in 1866. 

The woolen mil!s of Randall, Pugsley & Co. were built in 1867, 
and cost $60.000. 

On the 3d of March, 1869, the first locomotive steamed into this 
city. We quote the following from a writer of that date who thus 
speaks of the celebration: 

‘“‘At 11 o’clock this a, m., the U. P. R. R. track layers hove in 
sight of this city, and from that time continued their march with 
great rapidity. The citizens exhibited the liveliest enthusiasm, and 
testified the liveliest joy, as, from the high bluffs and every com- 
manding elevation, they feasted their eyes and ears with tHe sight 
and sound of the long-expected and anxiously looked-for fiery steed. 
Onward and still onward they came, and thousands and thousands 
_of our citizens, both from here and the adjoining settlements, decked 
in their holiday attire, gave a hearty welcome to the advent of the 
nation’s great highway into this city. . 

“About half-past 2 p. m , they steamed into Ogden, when Col. 
Daniel Gamble, with true Hibernian enthusiasm, ran up the first 
flag, which, while gradually floating in the breeze, was soon followed 
by numerous others. And here let me observe that never, to my 
mind, did the flags of our Union wave more gracefully, or more 
proudly, than-on this auspicious occasion. Our excellent military 
_ brass band was soon out, and, under the able leadership of Captain 
William Pugh, sent forth the soul-enlivening strains of rich 
music, which, with a salute from Captain T. S.. Wadsworth’s artil- 
lery, gave the preliminary welcome to the iron horse. 

‘At four o’clock a public stand was erected alongside the track.

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At five o'clock a procession was formed under the direction of the 
committee of arrangements, (Col. Wm. N. Fife, Captain Joseph 
Parry and Francis A. Brown, Esqs.,) which consisted of the Mayor, 
members of the City Council, the various schoo's, under the superin- 
tendence of their respective teachers, headed by the band, bearing 
banners, with numerous appropriate mottoes, among which the fol- 
lowing was conspicuous: ‘Hail to the Highway of Nations! Utah 
bids you welcome!’ : 

‘Pedestrians, equestrians, and crowded vehicles now thronged 
the festive scene. Wadsworth's artillery having arrived, a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired, whose deafening echoes vibrated 
through the mountains, hills and vales. 

‘At half-past five o'clock the rails were laid to a point in a line 
with the Tithing office street, five blocks north into the city. On 


the stand were Hons. F. D. Richards, L. Farr, A. F. Farr, Colonels 


D. Gamble. W. ‘Thompson, W. N. Fife, Major S. M. Blair, Cap- 
tains Joseph Parry, William Clayton, Major Pike, A. Miner, F. S. 
Richards, Joseph Hall, Gilbert Belnap, J, McGaw, F. A. Brown, 
Esqrs., Colonel J. C. Little, D. B, Warren and —— Johnson, 
meye, , and others who were invited but whose names I did not 
learn.’ | 

The vast audience being called to order by Hon, L. Farr, Mayor 
of Ogden City, Hon. F. D. Richards was introduced, who delivered 
an eloquent and soul-stirring address. 

Three cheers for the great highway were then proposed sit given, 
when the wildest enthusiasm and demonstrations of joy prevailed, 
atid shouts rent the air. Amid the alternate pealings of the ar- 
tillery’s thunder, the music of the band and the long-continued, 
shrill whistling of the three engines, the waving of hats, kerchiefs 
and other demonstrations of pleasure, rendered the occasion such 
as will not soon be forgotton by those present, 

Addresses were also delivered by Hon. 1, nia Colonel J. ¢. 
Little, Major Blair,and A. Miner, Es. 

On the 17th of May, of the same year, near the Weber river, the 
ground was first broken for the Utah Central railroad. There were

great success.

We are situated be- 
tween two streams—the Ogden and Weber rivers; the site here for 
railroads, junctions and depots is excellent, in fact, as one of the 
railroad magnates once said ‘‘Nature made Ogden for a Junction.’’ 
There has been much contention, procrastination and scheming as 
to where the precise location should be. But after traveling East 
and West, to Bonneville, Corinne, Promontory, etc., the vexed 
question was settled by planting the centre stake here, and as one 
gentleman remarked: ‘‘It is Ogden or bust.’’ With the railroad 
terminii, the iron works in full blast, the development of the mineral 
resources of our mountains, Ogden City is destined to become a 
manufacturing and commervial centre of the West. 


MOUND FORT.—This place and Lynne are portions of Ogden, 
being within the corporate limits and covered by the same char- 
ter They constitute a wafd and have an Alderman in the City 
Council. They are divided from the city proper by Ogden river. 
The citizens of the former, 225 in number, are considerably scat- 
tered and the village proper is small, but it contains a large flouring 
mill, The people, who are farmers, first settled it in 1855. 


LYNNE.— (Bingham’s Fort), located three miles a little north- 
west of this place, was first settled in 1855. At that time it was 
densely populated, and contained several mercantile houses, which 
traded largely in hides of oxen, cows, horses and wolves, who died 
of starvation and a few other causes, during the hard winter of '55-56. 
The next summer many of the people dug segoes, pigweeds, and eat 
bran bread to keep their bodies and souls together until the next har- 
vest. ’55 wasa severe grasshopper year. In 1856 many of the peo- 
pie of Lynne removed into Ogden City. The population of the 
place numbers about 300, who raise wheat, corn, barley oats, po- 
tatoes, squash and a variety’of fine fruits.. ;

It has been the custom of the miners rather to make fen of the 
claim that there are good mines around Ogden, but this has been 
owing to the want of professional or scientific skill displayed. 

In the fall of 1877 some experienced miners and prospectors ex- 
amined the hills and canyons, and being convinced the region was 
a mineral bearing country, explored with good success, and assays 
of ore found by them in ‘‘true fissure veins’’ exhibit rich treasures 
of both gold, silver and iron in abundance. The miners have or- 
ganized the Weber Mining District, which includes Ogden, North 
Ogden and Huntsville, in Ogden Valley, and the following is a 
list of the mines now held and more or less developed and recorded 
in the records of W. M. District:

WILLARD. 


Atier passing the Weber County line, Willard is the first settlement the 
traveler reaches. It is situated on an elevation of land on the line of the U. N. 
R. RK, abeut Afieen miles north of Ogden City, at an altitude of 4,350 for above 
sea level, 

Inthe Spring of 1851, Messrs. Wells sud Harding with their famifies, com. 
menced a settlement here, known as North Willow Creek. The following year, 
other families having arrived, Charles W. Hubbard was appointed Bishop of the 
place. In 1859 the name of the settlement was changed to Willard rie i 
honor of Prest, Wiliard Richards, deceased. 

By an act of the Legislature, approved Feb. 16th, 1870, insorporiting Wil- 
lard City, and notice being given to that effect by the Probate Judge of Box 
Elder County, an election was held on the second Monday of June, 1870. George 
W. Ward was elected Mayor, Alfred Ward City Recorder, and five Councilefs and 
two Aldermen were chosen. The City Council met from time to time, framed 
city ordinances, etc., but owing to adverse feelings manifested hy some of the 
citizens, no more ‘hlistions were held, and the city government perished Sy the 
law of limitation. 

__ The Precinct now numbers about 120 families and 710 souls. Geo. W. Ward 

is Bishop, Geo. Facer and Abraham Zundel his counselors; F. W. Brewerton, 

Jastice of the Peace; “Joseph Jones, Constable. The principal oceupation is 

agriculdure; several of the residents have ranches for cattle on the Promontory 

and other portions ofthe county. A co-operation is formed for mercantile busi- 
and another, which owns about 1,000 head of sheep, a. lumber ead shingle

 Willerd City has an excellent location, the scenery in the mountains being 
- decidedly grand. The people are generally very healthy, and the prospects are 
that, although Willard may mot beeome a large town, it will continue to be a 
fiourishing settlement. It is destined at an early date to become o summer re 
sort fer pleasure and health seekers, as ‘there are good bathing pleces ie Sal 
Lake, a short distance from the town. About three miles south there is a re- 
markable mineral spring, said to contain healing qualities for invalids. At 
Willard water is good, provisions cheap, fruit plentiful, and prospect ro- 
mantic, with the C. P. R. BR. running throngh the west part of the settlement 
and skirting the shore of Great Salt Lake.

1t is one of the handsomest and best 
situated towns in the Territory, ocoupying a portion of the ‘‘bench” land east 
of Great Salt Lake, and near the mouth of Box Elder and Wellsviile Canyon. It 
is filled with shade and fruit trees, and in the late Spring, or through the Sum- 
mer and early Autumn, presents a very beautiful appearance. Population 
about 2,500. 

William Davis, James Brooke and Thomas Pierce arrived on the ground 

reh Lith, 1851, and settled as the first scttlers; a number of families soon 
followed and a fort was built, called Box Elder, deriving its name from Box 
Elder Creek. Willian Davis was the first presidiog officer appointed; he acied 
as President in the first ptace and was afterwards ordained a Bishop. Box 
Elder was thon embraced in Weber County, the ‘‘stake” of which was presided 
over by Loria Farr. Lorenzo Snow, of the Twelve Apostles, was sent here and 
arrived in the Spring of 1855, and appointed to preside over the settlement, with 
J. C. Wright and Samuel Smith as Counselors, and Eli H. Pierce was at the 
same time or so0a afterwards assigned to the Bishopric. The place was then 
named Brigham City, in honor of Prest. Brigham Young. In the same year the 
people commenced to move out from the fort and build houses on their city lots; 
the first two houses on: the townsite were erected by J. D. Rees and H. P. Jen- 
sen, and were respectable adobie houses. Box Elder County was organized in 
1856... The firat Probate Judge was J. C. Wright; J. D. Rees, D. Harding and 
A. Nichols, Selectmen; A Cordon, Prosecuting Attorney; Joseph Grover, Sheriff; 
Eli H. Pierce, Assessor and Collector. The present Judge is Samuel Smith; 
Selectmen, Geo. W. Ward, W. L. Watkins and James Pett; Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, A, Christensen; Sheriff, John D. Burt; Assessor and Collector, M. D. Rosen- 
beum. The Court House was founded in 1856. Brigham City was incorporated 
in the year 1867; Chester Loveland elected Mayor; A. Nichols, M. P. Jensen, A. 
Madsen, J. C..Wizém and William Box, Councilors; W. L. Watkins, Recorder; 
(by appointment.) J.D. Rees is now Mayor; A. Nichols, H. P. Jensen, E. A. 
Box, A. Christensen and Lucius A Snow, Councilors; A. Christensen, Recorder. 

The Co-operative mereantile business was commenced bere in the fall of 
1865 by Lorenzo Snow, Samuel Smith, Alvin Nichols and William ©. Thomas; a 
large number of shareholders were soon afterwards added to the firm, which 
flourished in businesg, and by its proceeds mainly » large tannery was built, 
which was begun in 1869.

After con” 
cluding this contract the townsite company felt. that fortune and fame were 
theirs. With so powerful a corporation as joint owners with them in a town lo- 
cated on the line of their road, and a location commanding the trade of Montana 
and Idaho, accessible to the largest and most fertile agricultural districts of our 
own Territory, why should they not hope for success? More than 300 lots were 

disposed ef at prices ranging from $5 to $1,000 each. In the two weeks fol- ] 
owing, more than 300 frame buildings and tents were put up, the town contaia- 

jng at this time more than 1,500 inhabitants; a temporary tity government was 
organized with mayor, council and police force. On the 18ih of February, 

1870, the Legislative Assembly of Utah incorporated the town under the name 

of “Corinne City,’ the charter granting the necessary powers to enable the | 

council to protect citizens. 

The fortunes of the town have been vacillating. Depending principally upon 
freighting to Montana and Idaho as its means of maintenange, it has received a l 
hard blow in the extension northward of the Utah and Northern Railroad. It 
is not lacking in enterprising, public-spirited citigens, who have ever been will- 
ing to do everything in their power to make the place a business centre. The 
present population is about 600, though it was once perhaps four times as much. 

It has three fine churcaes, one public and one privatc school, and a public hall. d
